interest in the proposed bridge, while in 
Burlington, and back to Mt. Holly the 
Jerseymeu arc all enthusiastic in advocacy 
of the mciisufe—those who cannot contribute 
to the cost giving their moral support, which 
is a something not without value ? 


The inception of this measure; ifs arden 


support and rapid promotion ia characteristic 
of the Jurwymon, a people far ahead of the 
Bucks countians, a statement which can be 
proven by an examination of their county 
roads, county schools, and method of county 
administiuiion in the treatment of all o: 
which subjects business methods prevail. 
One reason for the apathy of Bucks countians 
may be that they have nothing to sell. 
Jciscyincn always have goods to sell and 
perhaps it is to get more freely at the purses 
of I'ennsyhanians that they -want the bridge. 
They ccitai nly work hard for what they get 
and wo an this side appreciate the merits aud 
value of their early luscious vegatables and 
fruits. 


What an advantage in every way a bridge 


would be ; a means of free intercourse, be 
the river e\er so high or so low, ever so full 
of ice or so tightly frozen, and every minute 
of the tw( nly four hours open to passage. 
What an extended possibility for trade and 
pleasure v,ould be at the command of every 
one, not in these two towns alone, but for 
miles back from each. 


Trolley (jars crossing the bridge, in time, 


would make it easy to pass from Mt. Holly 
to Doylcstown, Beverly to Yardley, Columbus 
to Torrcsd.ile, inter-stale and inter-county 
communications which certainly would, be 
most udvan liigoous in bringing Uie sections 
nearer together to profit by all which that 
implies,. 


Nu people could bo more benefited by a 


bridge and its ramification of trolley lines at 
each end tlum those of Bucks, for none are 
more un-pi ogressive and being faster out- 
stripped by hundreds of localities having far 
less advantages of position.

among them the members of the dead man's 
family and Dr. B. J. Groom and Dr. Howard 
Purscil, of Bristol.

James McGee, son of Hugh McGee, tes- 


tified that tbe night the affair took place ho 
found his father lying upon a settee tnoan- 
ing with pain. 
He stated that Carroll had 


kicked him while he was not expecting the 
assault. 


Sarah McGee, a daughter, testified that 


she saw Carroll and her father standing at 
the gate of their residence, and heard Car- 
roll say: "Never mind, McGee, I'll watch 
for you and take the worth of it out of you " 
Later her father came home and was found 
in the condition described. 


Marjorie McGee, another daughter, heard 


her father ask Carroll why he did not pay 
his rent. Carroll made the remark quoted 
above, she sa.d. 


Dr. E. J. Groom testified that he had 


examined McGee and found no bruises 
at 
first. 
The 
autopsy 
showed that 


McGe« had died from peritonitis, but Dr. 
Groom stated that in his opinion it was not 
caused by a blow. 


Dr. Howard Pureell, who conducted the 


post mortem, stated that he found, upon 
opening the abdomen, an inflamed condi- 
tion of the intestines. Dr. Pursell stated 
that he could not trace the diseased condi- 
tion of the stomach to a blow. 


One of the daughters was called again, 


and stated that Carroll bad called at the 
houiie and express his sorrow for what had 
occurred, 


Coroner William H. Kunsman, of Mor- 


risvalle, who conducted the inquest, testi- 
fied that he firmly believed McGee's death 
was due to violence. 


Dr. Kunsman stated he was not satisfied 


with the investigation that had been made 
and will hold another inquest. 


The Court stated that the only thing to do 


would be to continue the hearing until next 
Saturday, and Carroll was remanded to jail 
until that time.

The noise of furnaces Hint are now 
closed, and of looms I hat are now silent, wil! 
mean a good deal to the working people o: 
the United States. It will mean not less (o 
the scattered households on distant prairies, 
where for four years industrious men have 
seen (he fruits of their toil waste in the fields 
that produced them. 


"Gentlemen, you may talk of silver and 


gold until your friends, in an undertone, be- 
gin to express their alarm. (Laughter.) You 
may argue about bonds and mortgages aud 
banks and capital and labor until tbe wheels 
in your' head begin toj j-evolve like velocipedes, 
but you will never get back prosperity in fie 
United States until you give back to the 
American people the working wage^ tlir.t they 
lost four years ago.

friend. The sketch contained a very beau- 
tiful and pathetic Idea. It represented a 
heart pierced by a, needle threaded with sil- 
ver tears, and beneath WHK tho motto ho 
had Inscrilxxl on tho imaginary tomlMtonc. 
"1'bo Song of the Sliirt" npponred In 


the Christmas number of the fifth voluina 
of Punch. It was unsigned, but every pa- 
per In the land quoted It, nnd it speedi- 
ly became the talk of the day. Hood him- 
self did not think it very remarkable, but 
Mrs. Hood bad suld to him as she folded It 
for press: "Now mind, Hood, mark my 
words, this will tell wonderfully. It is ono 
of the best things you ever did." 


Mrs. Hood wns right. Tho song won 


translated Into French, German and Ital- 
ian. It was printed on cheap cotton hand- 
kerchiefs, nnd parodied times without 
number. "But what delighted nnd touch- 
ed my poor father most deeply," says Tom 
Hood's son, "was that th« poor creatures 
to whose sorrows and sufferings he had 
jlven such eloquent voice seemed to adopt 
its words as their own by singing them 
about the streets to a rude air of their own 
composition "—'Philadelphia Ledger.

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The Fret Seed Scandnl. 


For once, legislative delay offers an op- 


portunity for good results. The last con- 
gress neglecled to pass the agricultural 
•pjiropriation bill until the very end of the 
season. There was then not time for it to 
be signed by the president, and so it failed 
to become law. Perhaps he would not have 
signed it, had there been time. 
He would 


havu been justified in refusing to sign it, 
for it contained one provision, forced into it 
•gainst the best judgment of the best men, 
sufficiently evil to condemn it, and because 
of which the failure of the bill is cause for 
sincere rejoicing. The now congress must 
now draw up and pass a new bill. In doing 
so, if it will altogether omit that obnoxious 
provision, or so modify it as to mako it in- 
nocuous—if indeed, the latter can be done— 
it will deserve the hearty thanks of every 
lover of sound government and of every 
hater of Buams and impositions. 


The evil in question is the indiscriminate 


free distribution of needs at public expense. 
In its inception, the system had its good 
features. 
It was intended to distribute t 


agriculturist* foreign and other rare seeds 
which they could not otherwise readily 
oblnin, and to secure from them in return 
reports upon the results of the planting. 
But these purposes are no longer served 


The system has degenerated into a mere 


giving away of ordinary seeds, for uo other 
e.ul than to save tho recipient the slight 
expense of buying them—and to secure his 
vote for the re-election of (he congressman 
who sends them. 
Now, it is a nice thing to 


get leads without paying for them. 
But ii 


is not to be supposed that the farmers of this 
country want to pose as beggar", or as the 
receivers of alms. Nor ie there tho slightest 
gooil reason why such gratuities should be 
beslowod upon them. The farmer has no 
tnoio title to got his lurriip-soodattho public 
expense than he has to get his hoes and 
shovels in the same way, or than (he city 
workingman 1ms to get his flour and sugar. 


The system does not, moreover, properly 


sorvo even the illegitimate ends named. It is 
Kin mistered too indiscriminately to do that. 
The farmer doe) not always get the kinds of 
seeds he wanta, or the kinds he ought to 
havii. He may want luruips and get toma- 
toes ; he may ask for sorghum and get sweet 
peas. In that way muny are led to make 
unprofitable plantings, because ''they've got 
the needs and might as well use 'em ;•' while 
in many other cases the seeds are simply 
thrown away. 
More than that, thousands 


of dulUr'a worth of seeds are never delivered 
to my recipients at all, being mailed to 
former constituents long since dead or re- 
moved to other places. That postoffice is by 
no means solitary which repons that it is 
"all cluttered up" with packages of seeds 
consigned to men who have been dead for 
years. 


Tho late secretary of agriculture, be it 


remembered to his credit, was opposed to 
this whole wasteful, dishonest and scan- 
dalous business. He tried to make an end 
of it, but was overruled by congress, un- 
happily and most unwisely. 
The present 


secretary is understood to be in favor of re- 
taining it only so far as it can be restored to 
its original form and functions. Perhaps 
than can be dooc, to some little extent. The 
value of certain so-called nitrogeneous plants 
for the enrichment of tho soil is just begin- 
ning to be appreciated. If the department 
can by judicious seed distribution, increase 
practical knowledge of them and make their 
use general, much good may thus be done. 


That, however, and similar schemes, are 


entirely apart from the main question. The 
free distribution of ordinary seeds at na- 
tional expense, that is the enemy. It is 
the enemy of intelligent and self-respecting 
farmers, as well as of sound principles of 
government and the rights of the taxpayers 
of the nation. It should be abolished utterly, 
and at once. And there can be no better 
way of abolishing it than by a right framing 
of the forthcoming agricultural appropria- 
tion bill,—New York Tribune.

ORIGIN OF THE FAMOUS PHRASE, 


"THERE'S MILLIONS IN IT." 


How Dr. Stephenson'B Works Spread Frum 


Dahloueita, Ga., to the Mining Canipu ol 
California—Mark Twain's Use of the Cx- 
preulon In "The Gilded Age." 


Ever since the publication of The Gild- 


ed Age Mulberry Sellers' pet ranmrk, 
"There's millions In it," has been quoted 
all over the English speaking -\vorld, bat 
the true origin of that famous expression 
has never before been mnde public. W. P. 
Price, ox-congrossnum from Georgia, gives 
the following authentic account of the 
coining of thnt saying, which had its birth 
in the sleepy little town of Duhlonega, Ga 
It was, in fact, one of the few things born 
thure that ever became famous, for the olc 
fashioned village has nestled among Ihi 
mountains for nearly a century utterly tin 
aware of the progress the outside worli 
•was making. But in 1850, when the golc 
fever was at Its height, the craze penetrat 
ed even to this secluded valley, where gol< 
hod been found upon the mountain sides 
long before the Indians had been driven 
from the possessions of their fathers. Tin 
yield had not been great, but just suifl 
cient to whet the appetities of these moun 
taineers and make them ready to believe 
the most fabulous stories of the golden 
treasures on the Pacific coast. 


Day by day the little group that eat in 


front of the corner store diligently wblt 
tling discussed the wonderful finds in Call- 
fornin, and the storekeeper would even 
stop the absorbing game of checkers he 
•was playing with the sheriff In order to 
join in the conversation when it became 
most exciting. 
Such entrancing yarns as 


were spun there! Such stories as were told 
about poor devils like themselves who ha<3 
struck It lucky and were now rich beyond 
their wildest expectations! The more they 
talked the more enthusiastic they became, 
until soon an expedition was formed, com- 
posed of the more adventurous spirits, to 
*tart for the gold regions. The news spread 
like wildfire and soon every ablebodled 
man in the country was willing and anx- 
ious to join them. 


Whsn Dr. Matthew F. Stephenson, as- 


sayer in the United States branch mint, 
tlieu looated in Dahlonega, heard of this, 
he shook his head and denounced it as a 
foolish craze, for the doctor had great faith 
in the resources of his native town. Then, 
too, he was an authority in the village, 
and bis opinion was always listened to 
with respect. When prospectors and In- 
vestors, hearing of the gold found in that 
section, came there to investigate it, Dr. 
Stephonson was always the one deputed to 
talk to them and dilate upon the hidden 
wealth of the neighborhood. Poor in pook- 
et himself, the old doctor nevertheless had 
large ideas, and on these occasions ho never 
condescended to mention any smaller sum 
than millions. 


When he saw that the men were in ear- 


nest about starting for the goldfleldsof the 
west, the doctor became greatly exercised 
and announced that he wished to make a 
speech to them before they made any fur- 
ther arrangements. The next afternoon, 
being Saturday, was selected as a fitting 
time for his oration, and all the men, wom- 
en and children of the village assembled in 
front of the courthouse at the appointed 
hour, for ho had fame in the county as an 
orator nnd ull were anxious to hear what 
he would say. The speech has not been 
handed down by Ms admirers, but Colonel 
Price, who was then a printer's boy in the 
village, remembers how, standing on the 
courthouse steps, his long tailed coat flap- 
ping in the breeze, the old doctor pointrd 
one finger to Crown mountain, just south 
of the mint building, and cried dramatic- 
ally, "Boys, there's millions in it." A 
shout of derision was his only answer, for 
his hearers felt they had exhausted all the 
possibilities of these mines. "There's mil- 
lions in it!" tho doctor repeated), still 
pointing to tho mountains, but even this 
prophecy failed to alter the determination 
of liig hearers, and n week later they set 
out on their long journey overland to Cali- 
fornia. 


Rapid transit was then a thing un- 


known, nnd slowy did the bulky wagon 
train make its way through forests and 
prairies. 
Often, when the. way was long 


and tho difficulties arid vexations many, 
some one would point to the west and cry, 
"There's millions in it!" and crack would 
go tho v>hips. 
Thus did Dr. StephenBon's 


remark become the word of cheer. When 
at last they reached California, that ex- 
pression was still the byword of tho camp 
and often used toencouruge a disheartened 
brother. 
If a claim refused to yield and 


the poor miner was about to give up in 
despair, a comrade need only point to it 
and say, "There's millions in it," to make 
Its discouraged owner smile nnd sei/e his 
pick with renewed cucrgy. 
One flay an 


individual by the name of James Sellers 
cumc to the camp of some of these Georgia 
miners ucd cast his lot with them, and 
likewise adopted their byword. In fact, it 
pleased him so much tlmt it was never off 
bis tongue long, and he seemed to dcrho as 
much satisfaction ns Dr. Stej-liunpon had 
In rolling it out in ! onerous nceents. 


Tho end of tho story has already been 


told—how Mark Twain met Mr. Kellers 
und wus so umiiFKl by his favorite ex] res- 
Blou that he determined to immortalize 
both it und .Tun es Sellers. 
When the first 


edition of The Gilded Age come out, great 
was the Indignation of Mr. Sellers to find 
liims( If famous iy reason of Ins pet say- 
ing, and he swore Ncngcanco against the 
genial humorist. In fact, he is reported to 
have said that nothing but the abundant 
locks of a man by the nume of Clemens, 
with the scalp tittiiched, would satisfy him. 
Fortunately his ire had time to cool before 
he again encountered the humorist, though 
he was still desirous of having a pugilistic 
exhibition on first sight. Peace was final- 
ly restored between them, but not until 
Mark Twain hud promised that in tbe 
next edition of his book he would christen 
Mr. Sellers "Mulberry," thus forever ob- 
literating the bona fide James Sellers from 
the story. As the name of "Mulberry" 
was purely fictitious and therefore not ap- 
plicable to any of the Sellers family the 
irate James was pacified by this arrange- 
ment. 
Mark Twain was as good as his 


word, and »t the present time to Mulberry 
Sellers is ascribed the now world famous 
expression, "There's millions In It."— 
New York Tribune.

Our new west is 
already fairly well peopled, and its busi- 
ness conditions have conformed themselves 
to those of the rest of the country. Except 
in a few mining districts it no longer of- 
ers a field for adventure or speculation. 
Our great transcontinental railway sys- 
tems are already constructed, and not one 
of them can earn interest on tho money 
it cost. Our new towns and cities wen't 
rather beyond the capacity of the tributary 
country to support them under the stimu- 
lus of inflated real estate values and with 
the temporary opportunities they offered 
for employment of labor. 


We shall not again have a flood of for- 


eign money pouring in to loan upon any- 
thing or everything having the semblance 
of property. The foreigner has had his ex- 
perience, anci he now wants to bo doubly 
sure that ho Is going to get his capital 
back and his regular interest payments 
beiore an American investment has any 
attraction for him. Is it not, on the whole, 
probable that we shall have to make up 
our minds to plod along in the slow going 
way of older nations and to be satisfied 
with moderate profits and a slow accumu- 
lation of wealth? It these be our reason- 
able expectations, would it not be sane 
and wholesome lor people to cease dream- 
ing of a golden age which is gone forever? 
—E. V. Smalley in Forum. 


Malarial Parasites. 


The tsetse fly disease of Africa has re- 


cently been shown by the researches of 
Bruce to be due to a flagellate infusorium 
which is found in the blood of infected 
animals. This disease is fatal to the ox, 
ihe horse, the dog, the sheep, and the ass, 
Dut not to the indigenous wild animals in 
ihe region infested by the tsetse fly. The 
researches of Bruce indicate that the fly 
acts as a carrier of the parasite from dis- 
eased to healthy animals. He has shown 


experiment that after feeding on the 


blood of an infected animal the tsetse fly 
can communicate the disease to a healthy 
animal by its bite. 
After a short period 


of incubation the haematozoa appear in 
the blood concurrently with the develop- 
ment of fever, and followed by rapidly 
progressive ameinia, dropsy and death. 


The so called "surra disease," which 


prevails in certain portions ot India, is be- 
ieved to bo due to a similar parasitic pro- 
;ozoan (Trypanosma evausi). According 
;o Lingard, this infusorium exists as an 
nnocuous parasite in the blood of rats In 
India. It is not pathogenic, or only feebly 
so, for tbe native ox of India, but gives 
rise to a fatal infectious disease in horses, 
logs and camels.—Surgeon General Stern- 
3erg in Popular Science Monthly.
